diet of, asy, hot lemonade, orange- 
ado, broths or gruels, baked potatoes, 
and mild slewed fruits and vegetables 
are advised for the early stages. 


As soon as tho cold la broken, on* 


mny return to the normal diet, and 
upon approaching full recovery, a diet 
slightly heavier than normal should 
be taken to aid tho body In repair- 
ing damages. 
A more liberal use 


than usual of milk, eggs, and fruit, 
accompanied by more butter, cream, 
bitcon or other fats will help Jn this.
